lumber dealers, were, adjudged bankrupts 
upon their own petition, and Joseph Mills 
was appointed provisional assignee.

The suspension of IJunn's banking 


house created eon-'derablo excitement. 
The extent of his interests and the 
general belief in his entire solvency and 
wealth united to make his suspension a 
surprise to many. 
Monday's run was 


only an incident and not the cause of 
the suspension. 
It is rather attributa- 


ble to the shrinkage, in value of real 
estate held by him and consequent una- 
vailable character of much of his as- 
sets. 
A statement of the latter and 


the liabilities, the assignee states, it 
will take sonic days to prepare. 
The 


liabilities, there is good reason to be- 
lieve, will not fall short of $750,000. 
and may exceed that sum. 
The nomi- 


nal value of tiie assets is not much less, 
but at forced sale can hardly be o\peet- 
ed to realize half that tjuni, if «o much. 


Much of the bitter feeling which ex- 


isted when the bare announcement of 
suspension was read on the bank door, 
in the morning, was allayed when it be- 
came known that Mr. Bunn and his wife, 
had assigned 
all their property, of 


whatever description, for the benefit of 
the bank's creditors. 
The bank had 


many heavy depositors among stock 
men throughout Central Illinois, and 
upon them the suspension will fall with 
heavy effect. 
The drain upon the sav- 


ings deposit, about $170,000, a few 
weeks ago, exhausted the ready money 
supply. 
Besides the shrinkage in the 


value of real estate, Mr. Bunn has lost 
heavily of late years in his other inter- 
ests. 
His losses by the old Chicago 


Republican, of which he was a large 
stockholder, were well known. 


A beet sugar investment turned out 


disastrously. 
His vineyard in Me- 


nard 
county 
was 
not 
a profitable 


investment, nor until more recently, 
if at all, has the distillery at lliver- 


ton. in which he had a large interest, 
made money.

The latter have, to-night, 
been fully ascertained. 
Mr. Bunn owes 


$902,000. 
The assets are not so easily- 


figured up. His personal property, in- 
cluding loans, bonds, notes, etc., loots 
up 
Sb'QO.OOO — a low estimate. 
The 


difficulty of placing a value on the real 
estate lies in the fact that there is 
little market for it. 
Mr. Bunn's real 


estate, a couple of years ago, when 
purchases of land were known, had a 
value of over three quarters of a mil- 
lion. 
Now the assignee figures it down 


to $400,000, a figure very largely with- 
in its cost — in fact, it cost over a mil- 
lion. 
There is no mortgage or other 


ineumbrance whatever on the real estate. 
There is the coal shaft and appurtenan- 
ces at Riverton. The mine yielded an 


income of over $G,000 last year, which 
would indicate a value of $00,000 at 
least, if anybody wanted to buy it.— 
Then there is the Riverton distillery, 
and besides that Mr. Bunn owns half 
the town, but all his Riverton property 
is set down by the assignee at $100,000, 
and perhaps couldn't find a purchaser 
at that. 
Then there is the Chattsworth 


farm, right on the edge of that town, 
2.500 acres, worth one would suppose 
at least $50 an acre, but it is put down 
at very much less than that by the as- 
signee. 
So with the other real estate. 


It"is all marked low at $400,000, which 
added to the personal property, brings 
the assets up to $800,000, as against 
9912,000 liabilities. 
Thus, if there is 


any sale at all for the real estate, the 
bank ought to pay seventy-five cents on 
the dollar, and many «reditors would 
not sell their claims for less; but if the 
present stringency continues, the real 
estate won't sell, and then perhaps fifty 
cents on the dollar would be a large 
estimate of the ability of the bank to 
pay. 
A detailed statement 
is being 


prepared, which will account for every 
dollar and show precisely how, from be- 
ing a millionaire a few years ago, Mr. 
Bunn is now forced to suspend. 
The 


other city banks do not appear to be 
largely ali'eeted by the suspension. The 
llidgely National paid out a large sum 
to savings depositors to-day, but the 
run was exhausted early in the after- 
noon, leaving the bank 
with ample 


fundfe to meet all demands.

CHATEL MORTGAGES. 


The Paxtori Record contains the fol- 


lowing, which will be worthy of atten- 
tion by those whose personal property 
is encumbered by a chattil mortgage: 
"During tho recent pension of tha cir- 
cuit court, several eases were tried on 
indictment furscliim: chattel mortgaged 
property, and in two instance^, as we 
mentioned hi--t week, convictions were 
second and parties sentenced 10 the 
county j.iii.

casion to temark that people must un- 
derstand when they give a chattel mort- 
gage thai, the law of tin--, ,-tate forbids 
them to K'll it without the trritten COH- 
sent of the raortagee, verbal consent bc- 
iiiH no perfection. 
They have a right 


to use it but have no mure right to sell 
it than to sell their neighbor's property. 
Their only right in it is the right of re- 
demption, and if they do sell any of the 
property without the written consent of 
the mortgagee they are guilty of n mis- 
demeanor and liable to indictment and 
punishment, by a fine in a sum not to 
exceed twice the value of the property 
or confinement in the county jail not 
exceeding one year, or both, at'the dis- 
cretion of the court.

that this should be understood, and' the 
two convictions spoken of should serve 
to awaken people to a sense of the im- 
portance of a proper undestanding of 
the law.''

Much of it is already suffering 
from tbo mildew, and is rotting both on 
the stalk and in the cribs. Unless the 
wealher changes very soon the damage to 
the corn crop will be no lees than Bo per 
cent. Even if there should be an imme- 
diate change in the weather, the damage 
will be about;50 per cent, of the total 
amount raised. 


We have heard some complaint from 


farmers of our own county of corn rot- 
ting in the crib, but hardly to the extent 
indicated in the above statement. We 
think Jflie change rn the weather will 
cheek all tendency to rot or mould, and a 
few cold, dry days will set the matter 
right. We sincerely hope that the com 
raised may be saved, and we believe it 
will be for the most part.
